Al 
the first reverberation of the artillery of Fort 
iSninjiler niioii the Nliuro'i of the I'aeilic, be 
Htarled iniaiedialidy tor ttie lie'.d of eunlliet, 
and (Ml his anlv:il liere \v:is, in .May, IStil, 
made lirii^adior Ceiieral of tlie viilunteers, 
and plai'ed in CDiuniand of the First and 
Eleventli .Massacliiis.elt.s, Second New llamp- 
ahire, and Tweniy-si.vtli Pennsylvania rejii- 
raeiii^ 'tlien'-ficaioti * lit' BhiHensbur^', a;:d 
which, in their' triumphant subsequent ua- 
rcer, have, under their noble lender, so fair- 
ly earned ihe naino uf "Hookcr'a Figbling 
Bri-ade." 

General (looker v.-as .stron^jly solicited, 
wliile ill Oregon, tu alloM iiis name lo bo 
u.sed ill coniieclinn wiili the Uniteil States 
Senate. He, iKiwever, 11 .i unly decdined tho 
suggeation, but joiiiin;; tiead.i witli Senator 
Nesmilh, canva'ised the wliolo .Slate with 
him, and was thus confe.ssedly a main in- 
strument in pl.'icing in ttial body the U- 
niented Baker, who wa.s his l)oseni triend. 

In person. General llo )l;er is very tall, 
erect, coni|iac!ly bnl not tieaviiy built, e.v- 
tremely muscniar, and of great physical en- 
durance ; of a light cumple.vioii, a fresli, 
ruddy countenauae, full, clear, mild oyes, 
intellectual head, brown hair, alighily tinged 
with gray, and altogether one of the most 
elegatjt .niid commanding oflicera iu his 
bearing and appearance in the army. 

In social intercourse he is frank, niipre- 
tending and comtedns, romoving einiiar- 
ra.ssiiient from even the himiblest |)crsoiKigo 
who approaches liiin. It is only when at 
the bead^of bis command and in the bturiii 
of battle' that ho arrays himself in the stern 
aiitl loftj uapoot of the commanding, heroic, 
pUiteyiebioIlain.j'-. HiaUj-aosoendont career 
in tins rebellion ia familiar to all. He ha:i, 
in the inn.st emphatic as well as tiiuiiiphant 
manner, literally fought hia way to his pres- 
ent elevation. I'lie wonder is that he v.a.s 
not placed in a dillereiit position al the 
- opening of this rebellion. 

He is now in the family of his old and 
intimate friend Dr. Nichols, aupeiiiitcndeiu 
of tho Gove^-nmeiit Asylum fur the Insane 
in thia District, and ia recovering from the 
ilcah vrouad which, so unfortunately lur tho 
country, he received at the last great battle 
of Antieram. The apii.jintment which he 
tia.s received, id IJiigadier-tiBiieral in the 
regular service, is only what everybody e.v- 
pecteJ on the fall of the imble gray-hliircd 
old hero whoso [dace is thus tilled, (ieneral 
MeClellan, in a letter IVoni tlie hallle-lield, 
dateil Se|itdmbor 20, I80U, to General 
Hooker, in lamenting the casually which 
carried him from his command in hia trium- 
phant hour, aays, " Had you not been 
vvounded when you were, I briiovu the 
re.siilto'f the battle would have boon tijeeiiliro 
destruction of the rebel army," — a just and 
noble Iribnte from a ;:;eiicions and bravo 
nuperior ollicer. It may be atUlod that 
General Hooker is open in tho expression 
of hia ama/.einent thai the rebel army failed 
to bu captured or dut^ttuyad, a result which 
Jic did not deem possible to fail, when ho 
was borne from the field. 

ljuiierai Hooki.'r is dialing like a caged 
lion to bu again in tho field, lie will soon 
bo in hia saddle, and the country will be 
greatly disappointed if ho ia nut then 
lirfU'P'Iy raised to a great command.

One is forcibly straok in' walking thruiigli 
the cily witli the aulivlly lliiil ovpi'vwliere 
proviiils on tin; piu-t <i\ p; ivalt; iiidiviiiiiiils im- 
provlii:; ihiiir proumly liy i-oveiiiif; il willi 
buililin,i;s, and llie ;^l.iiiny; coriti-ist ihnl is 
presented in tlia niun- ab.><f!ace of any sort 
; of like niovBuient. on iha pari of the Corpoi a- 
tion. While iva nnnst give credit to the en- 
terpriaing spirit which animates our citizeius 
at the present time, wo cannot see how ihe 
Miiyor mill the Countiil can justify the slow 
progress tliey have inRile in accoinplifihiiig 
the ohjcctfl fur which I hey were chosen. 
Augu.sl, SeplLUuli r, (..IctoIjiT, and half of 
Noveinber havo ii.n.-ti'd ovi'i' uiir haaJs, and 
yet nut 11 single spado has buen struck on 
behalf of iliB Coi-parntiori. No plea can be 
allowoJ for this, ecpecialiy at the present 
time when so much is to be done and so 
many depending upon the labor of their 
hands for bread. Tor the la.st four winters 
muddy streets iiavu been the fashion— a 
fasliiou which wo have longed lo get rid of. 
The blame was ttiruwn iip'jii the (lovorn- 
ment. Our Ijoprs were in a Cily Council. 
Now wo havo got a Gily Council, and they 
are nearly as slow as the Governrnant.^ Tn 
bu sure they treat us ocoanionaliy to a moro 
strikinj! show of doing busincie, but the re- 
cult seems to appear very far off. Now this 
should noi be. No excuse can palliate such 
deliys. Do ihey cumpluin of want of funds, 
and the inabilily to raise Ihoni by ta.iatioti ? 
Let them he r:ii>eil by ainicipalion. 'U'hat 
i.s 10 prevent them calling for a loai. and 
isHuingoily debMiiiures for its repayment? 
There would nnt bo the slightest diflicully 
in iilitainini; at onue all that nii;!;hl be nece.s- 
H'lry. VVnaiever i.s in be done, in the name 
of common sense le; it be proceeded wiih 
iuimediately. 

If men rnaiuming iheir own affairs were 
to pur-UB ihe .saint- dilatory course of action 
that hHi< cliaiauU-ii/ed our Mnuicipal caieor 
duriiia the la.st tunr monih-i, they might as 
well aivi' up all prelecico ol ever gelling on in 
the woiM. 'I'lime never was a belter 
oppoiiiiuiiy iti;iii the |irwent one for obtain- 
ing any quantity of labor at very moderate 
ralca of wages. Hundreds tlier. are who 
would be fjlad lo f;el tiomclhing lo do to help 
them over Ihe winior, v. hether to husband 
What little they have already, or j;ain the 
mean B of (;iiiiig In the inuies in the spring. 
Many inori', we are ^or^y to believe, are in 
w.ini. and must liiive someihin;; lo earn to 
enable Iheni ro e.\i8t. The only sources open 
for those without means, are employment by 
private individuals, the Corporation and the 
Government. The latter has done soiiie- 
thiag but nut enough, considering what is tu 
be done. On the Corporation, however, 
must the chief burden rest. The Govern- 
ment road from Iho Spring.R lo Cedar Hill is 
now employ 10^ quite a iiuinl.or of men, at 
$\ 25 per day ; many, more had offered 
tbeiniselves, but were obliged lo^berrefused.' 
No ihore hecesssry work presents itself than 
the continuation of the road from the 
Springs into the city. Bad as it is at present, 
another week or two will render il almost 
iropa#8ible. ' We understand the grade ha.s 
been fixed by the eni;ineer, so that the 
CouQcil have uo e.vcuse but to proceed with 
the work. 

It would be as well, perlup^, some means 
were devised ol giving employment to as 
many bands as possible in the letting of the 
Corporation contracts. If it were possible 
one would think that the C'orporatioo might 
bave the work c.vccutcd under a superinten- 
dent on the part of the municipality, and do 
their own liirinir. 'I'lii^ wc think would enable 
the Corporation to in..l;e their meunRgo further 
and give more iii:mi an opportunity of doing 
aoinetliing for th'jni-e!v(.-3. 'i'he money must 
not all be allowed to into coiitraclor'.-i 
pockets. We trust there will be nu more de- 
lay in getting matlere fuirly started. I'liei e 
is too niuch io be (iaoe lo allow of any more 
of that. Over all Ibo.rtowo one finds subjects 
for the couiicillors to c.^:erclsc their construc- 
tive abilities. Drniiiaiio, load niaking, the 
constiuclion of fout-pallis and culverts, all 
demand most iir^'eiilly their uKention ; and if 
they will iiiiiy do tlicir duly, tlirre need bo no 
abli-bud ed iiiaii uinMripioyed. Let the petty 
questions of ni;i,L;isti'ri:i! pi'eecdence and dig- 
nity be shelved for the pre-sent, and the pre- 
cious lime of the Council not frittered away 
on matters 'wi)ich''ciTn be better settled here- 
after.

Everybody wlio knnws anylliing of the 
cliiiiale of iliis country and that of Cali- 
fnni a, adaiin liin! Itiia is the best. No 
bettor pro it aeeil be offered of that fact, than 
that every one wliu leaves the Gulden Stale 
and lakes up bis residence hero ihbreases 
ills weight. But it is nut generally known 
tbnt our barley i.'< lieiter than that imported 
fro .1 C ,Iifo nia, and just aa goad as the best 
Rrivn in Kniilaii.l. One of our brewers — a 
CO opulent j'i lL'e — assures us that there is 
tweii y-livn p ■! cel. I. more saccharine matter 
ill llie biiloy iir avn here than in that which 
ia i.npoiied. .1 tnukos malt just as good as 
tho Kii«li-*li iii»lt llepeaied experiments 
have ahown inm mue gallona of Vancouver 
(shi 'd baility rs worih as much to the 
bre%ver ot beoi- a-* twelve gallons of Cali- 
;oin a r«ijiii:i. Ttm actual value — price — 
ou,;hi to be iwoiil)-five per cent, abnve im- 
porleil barley. Our lurloy ilne.s not mature 
8" ea. ly in;r a« last as thai of California. 
Tlui ol.in ite it eoolor. We have not such 
exiioinel' hot, diy weather as is usual in lh« 
barley -growing di.-itricl.s there. Possibly 
soil may liavu sofneiliing In do with it. But 
in all probability the chief caurie is in our 
climate - in the longer time it lnkc& to ma- 
lure— and the greater degree of moislure in 
our atmosphere. This is certainly a dia- 
ooveiy worth knowing among our farmers ; 
HS they can not only raise as much barley to 
Ihe bUshel ci aoro sown as in coniiguou.i 
countries, but .vbai tli'-fy do raise is inlriiiHi. 
cally belter, liesides this, Iho eonsiiiiiptii)n 
of barley a.non;^ our brewers promises to bo 
Very large. Our ciimato is a atiperior on«— 



30 mild and equublcfor niaklngbecr, ale, and 
porter. It is anticipated tlm.1 within a Hot 
very long period, we shull be ablo to supply 
home consumption nnd export lirj;e)y.

Some time ago, on the motion of 
Dr. Trimble, a Cominitteo on Sehonl Ile- 
f nn was appoinled in order that lliat di.s-- 
ciple of Ksculapius iiii^lit fulfil his olnelion 
address, and at the same limt; beiiefil tho 
country by laying the foundation, or corner 
stone of a good common school system. 
But It lias boon gravely proposed to institute 
a discovery committee to learn what has 
been the result of the school ooinni iileo delib- 
erations. The session of liiC Assembly is 
rapidly drawing to a close, so if we are lo 
havo'anything done to promote eilncation 
this session, it is quite tin e. If the lisiiig 
generation were dependent lor their cmIu- 
cation on such slow movements, we fear 
they would never master ibe alphabet let 
alone the Po)w yf^Hiocum, VVo do not liko- 
tbe idea of urging our readers to go too 
fast: but there is really a necessity for some 
addition.il attenlian lo public education. 
Wo havo only ono public school — supported 
by public funds — in this large cily. That 
is iiiifoiUi'ialely not so woll attended as il 
ought to bo. Tliere is sometliing wrong 
somewhere.' The, teacher is all right, but 
either the sOhool is too -far out of town or 
something is the matter. In a' large town 
like ours, there ought, nl least^ to bo two 
free schools under the control of Govern- j 
ment.
